Hendon’s all-round mobility 
continually upset the Wycombe 
defence. Fheir direct and quick 
raiding forwards ripped the brittle 
Wanderers’ , rearguard apart. and

their own territory. 


After receiving a knock on an 
ankle in the reserves’ win over 
Seer Green the prėvious day, 
Stuart Thompson was rested and 
Keith Samuels moved back to fill 
the gap, with Steve Holmes com- 
ing into the front line.
